During 
the 34 hours which ended at 10 
o'clock this morning, 14 deaths and 
1O3 new cases were reported. Thirty

there in a single day.

city.

Brooklyn, where the epidemic 
has 


been more severe, the work of flush- 
ins the streets at night will be more 
than doubled. 


SITUATION IN OHIO 


IS LESS SERIOUS NOW 


THAN IN OTHER YEARS. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Columbus, July 10.—The state 


board of health has made arrange- 
ments whereby it will be notified by 
Health Commissioner Haven Emer- 
Son of New York of any exposure of 
Ohioans to infantile paralysis in that 
city. 


Thus far 
Ohio 
health 
officials 


have received no such notification. 
The United States public health ser- 
vice authorities, similarly will inform 
the state board here of exposures of 
Ohio children to the disease in other 
eastern cities. 


Until their return to 
Ohio they 


will be placed under quarantine un- 
til the danger period is passed. 


The situation in Ohio at this time 


Btill is less serious than at corres- 
ponding times' in other years. The 
state last year 
had 
466 cases, of 


which 80 were fatal. 
Each year the 


disease is more prevalent 
in July, 


August aud September than In other 
months. For this reason an Increase 
In the number of cases Is etpected 
for this month, according to James 
E. Bmnman, acting secreatry of the 
state board, and yet It will not be 
viewed as an epidemic unless 
the 


number exceeds 
considerably 
the 
normal.

His 
efforts, he declared, will be to serve 
all America by serving Mexico her- 
self for her best interests without 
using force, and not to serve the few 
gentlemen" who wish 
to 
exploit 


Mexican possessions. 


When the president 
asked 
the 


crowd -what it desired at the end of 
all the present world troubles, 
it 


shouted "peace" in one voice and 
then he added that his wish was 
"permanent peace." 


"I hear some men say," he said, 


"that they want to help Mexico and 
the way they propose to help her is 
to overwhelm her with force. 
That 


is the wrong way as well as the long 
way. 


"After fighting them you would 


have a nation full of justified sus- 
picion. 
Thus you would not 
help 


them. 
YOU would shut every door 
against you. 


"What makes Mexico suspicious is 
that she thinks we do not want to 
serve, but possess her. 
And she has 


justification for these suspicions in 
the way some gentlemen have sought 
to exploit her possessions. 


"I will not serve these gentlemen 


but I will serve all Americans by 
trying to serve Mexico herself. 


"The way to establish our sover- 


eignty is to respect hers." 


The President added that he be- 


lieved in the old Virginia bill of 
rights which declared that a coun- 
try may do as it pleases 
with its 


own government. 
This information 
the 
President 


said, was for those gentlemen who 
would "butt in." 
The President declared that 
the 


merchant marine, which 
some are 


'so slow In giving us," will 
be a 


great help to the business interest of 
tbe United States. 


In order to gain foreign business, 


however, he added, it will be neces- 
sary for American business to adopt 
the goods to the demands of other 
countries and not try to force their 
own Ideas on other markets. Sales- 
manship, he said, would go hand in 
hand with statesmanship after

So 13 years ago he again passed the statue 
of Liberty in New York harbor and a few days later arrived in Newark. 
He purchased a greenhouse at Granville. which he ?till operates and lat- 
er when the Arcade was. opened, he was among the first to engage in busi- 
ness there, opening an up-to-date flower 
store. 
His 
ousiness 
has 


grown rapidly and today he has an auto delivery truck handling orders 
long after the store is closed to business. He is a member of tho Flor- 
ists' Telegraph Delivery Association of America, and also of the Florist 
and Horticultural Society. 
Fraternally he is a member of the Eagles, 


Moose, Red Men, and the American Order of Apes.

OLD-IRISH BILL 


AGAIN TAKEN UP 


BY PARLIAMENT 


(AB8OCIATCD PNCM TlLKJHAMl 


London, July 10.—At a moment 


when pufclia interest is centered on 
the battles proceeding on tho oast- 
cm and western fronts, parliament 
is again taking up the century old 
Irish bill. 
After weeks of negoti- 


ations which led to the resignation 
of the Earl of Selborno as president 
of the board of agriculture and the 
partial reconstruction of the minis- 
try, the cabinet 
has

an 


agreement, the terms of which Pre- 
mier Asquith is to explain this morn- 
ing.

nouncement that the great German 
submarine Deutchland. which ar- 
rived in Chesapeake Bay yesterday. 
is the first of a fleet of such craft 
built to ply regularly in the trans- 
Atlantic trade was made here early 
today by Captain Paul Konig, mas- 
ter of the super-submarine. 


"This is not the only one that is 


coming." said 
the 
captain. "Just 


wait. 
There 
will 
be 
more 
here 


soon, and we are going back for an- 
other cargo. 
We are going to have 


a regular line." 


It was to port officials that the 


captain talked, as his vessel was pre- 
paring to move up to dock from the 
lower harbor, where she dropped 
anchor at 11 o'clock last night at 
the end of her memorable 
voyage 


across the Atlantic through lanes of 
vigilant enemy warships. He spoke 
freely to the officer and laughed ov- 
er his 
feat. 
To 
newspapermen 


shouting questions over the ship's 
side, he was not so communicative, 
explaining that a formal statement 
would be issued later. 


All during the night a consider- 


able part of the Deutschland's crew 
had been astir and a small search- 
light played almost constantly upon 
a newspaper yacht anchored nearby. 
The tug Thomas P. Timmins, con- 
voying the submarine, also kept the 
yacht under close surveillance.. 


Shortly after 4 o'clock, when day- 


light was beginning to show faintly 
through heavy low-lying clouds and 
a steady drizzling rain, a boat with 
health and customs officials aboard 
put out from the quarantine station 
and went alongside the submarine. 
To the municipal health officer. Dr. 
Thomas L. Richardson, the skipper 
presented his bill of health, issued 
to him by William Thomas Fee, 
United States consul at Bremen on 
June 14. 


The 
document 
describes 
the 


Deutschland as "a vessel engaged in 
the freight trade 
between 
Bremen 


and Boston or other eastern Atlantic 
ports." It records her gross tonnage 
as 791, says she is "newly built," 
has a cargo of dyestuffs in good con- 
dition and a "wholesome supply of 
water from the Bremen waterworks." 


One thing the boarding officers 


noted particularly—there 
were 
no 


torpedo tubes or guns of any 
de- 


scription visible aboard the vessel. 
They had been told that she mounted 
two small calibre rifles for defense, 
but came ashore convinced that the 
visitor was wholly unarmed. 


It was learned that the boat left

Cap- 
tain Konig intimated that the pur- 
pose of his long delay at Helgioland 
was to deceive the enemy who un- 
doubtedly had heard rumors of the 
submarine's coming, with a broad 
smile. This accounted for the belief 
in the United States that the vessel 
was a week overdue, a misapprehen- 
sion that caused German embassy of- 
ficials to fear that she had run Into 
allied warships or fallen victim to an 
Atlantic storm.
